THIRD MAJOR AWARD 


Tribune's Suburbia Series 
Wins fcteal Estate Prize 


The Oakland Tribune’s 10- 
part series on the suburban 
population explosion has cap¬ 
tured its third major prize— 
the first place National Real 
Estate Jottrncrtism Award. 

Don (DeMa in,^ Tribune assist¬ 
ant state editor and author of 
the series entitled “Suburbia 
’64,” was notified today that 
he’d won the $500 first place 
award in judging at the Har¬ 
vard Club in New York City. 

The series also won the first 
place gold medal of the Cali¬ 
fornia State Fair for local re¬ 
porting in newspapers of more 
than 100,000 circulation. 

And in June, DeMain’s series 
won first place for feature writ¬ 
ing by metropolitan newspapers 
in the annual Associated Press 
Califomia-Nevada writing and 
photo contests. 

The prize-winning articles, 
published in April, detailed the 
problems of suburban life and 
development in the Eastbay 
since World War H. 

In a citation issued with the 
real estate award today the 
judges commented: 

“This series, in enlightening 
the public on the problems of 
suburban growth, performs a 
Valuable public service.

Third place $50 prizes were 
awarded to New York Herald 
Tribune and Christian Science 
Monitor staff members. 

Special commendations were 
issued for articles in House and 
Home and Architectural Forum 
magazines. 

The awards are endowed by 
Julien J. Studley, Inc., a na¬ 
tional real estate firm head¬ 
quartered in New York City 
with branch offices in Chicago, 
Boston, Washington, D.C.; Lon¬ 
don and Paris. 

Judges were leaders in the 
fields of real estate, construc¬ 
tion, law, finance and commu¬ 
nications. 
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DomDeMain, Tft e Tribune’s sub- 
^urbarMecfilor, Has been here since 
1957, working as a reporter and 
editor. He has worked many of the 
suburban beats and covered many 
major trials, winning national, re¬ 
gional and local awards. 

When The Tribune expanded its 
coverage of Eastbay suburban 
communities, Don’s wide experi¬ 
ence—both as a newsman and in 
the regions concerned—made him 
he logical choice to coordinate it 
all. 

He says he is directing the new 
Community pages with one over¬ 
riding principal in mind: “Inform 
the people.
